CARL SCHURZ’S FRIEND. 


The Riches Left an Adopted Daughter by ‘ 


Miser Otto Weibler. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Jan. 3,—Dispatches 
last week told. of the death of Otto Weib- 
ler, she miger who died in seeming poverty, 
in a cabin..on Pointer Creek, Kan, His 
daughter, Margaret Weibler, arrived in St. 
Joseph Sunday night. 

She remained at the Union Depot Hotel 
over night and Monday set about the task 
of finding herself a home in this city.. As 
far as she is aware she has no relatives. 


From her was gleaned the following in- 
teresting story: 

Weibler was ill for two months before 
he died and his sole attendant was his 
adopted daughter. He refused both food 
and medicine and deliberately starved him- 
self to death. 

Just before he died he told the girl to 
dig under an apple tree back of the house 
and she would find the money he had 
buried.

The ifiofulation™ of horses at Quarantine 
in order to obtain blood serum for treat- 
ment in cases of diphtheria has caused nu- 
merous inquiries a8 te Whether the Humane 
Society -weuld allow the inoculation to con- 
tinue without trying to prevent it, on the 
ground that the fever and loss of appetite 
which is invariably undergone by the ani- 
mals after the process is eruel.. When 
questioned regarding the matter as to what 
course the Humane Society intended to 
adopt, Sipt. John H. Holmes said: “I ‘do 
not think the process is one which we could 
consistently proceed against. It seems to 
me identical with the process of taking 


vaccine from a calf,.which is used as a 
preventive to consumption, and no one 
ever heard of that being called cruel. There 
are several leading -physicians who are 
members of our society and we have fre- 
quently talked the matter over and have 
come to the conclusion that it is perfectly 
proper and that there is no more cruelty in 
it than in vaccinating a child. k do not 
think any court in the State would sustain 
any action we might bring against the 
process.’

The chemical laboratory recently ebm- 
pleted gives the St. Lovis High School a 
foremost position among institutions of like 
grade in point of equipment for instruc- 
tion in natural science, a department of 
education that has of recent years taken 
a very important place. The new labora- 
tory in completeness, convenience and adap- 
tation to its uses is said to be second to 
none in the country. 

It has 1,600 feet of floor space and will 
accommodate at least sixty-four students.
